During review of the application after receipt of the Notice of Allowance, including 
review of the application for filing a divisional application directed to the non-elected subject 
matter, it was noted that two inventors, i.e., Gerhard Kotitschke, and Jurgen Banning, were 
inadvertently not listed as inventors of the originally-submitted claims. However, following 
cancellation of the non-elected claims, the named inventive entity of Hans Prinzing, Dr. Karl 
Steiner and Robert Wolf is correct. 

In particular, it is noted that one of the two German priority applications included five 
inventors, and the other of the two German priority applications included three inventors. When 
the U.S. application was filed two of the inventors were mistakenly not included due to a clerical 
error. 
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Pursuant to MPEP 201.03 (Eight edition (E8) August 2001, Rev. February 2003), 
correction of inventorship is not necessary in this instance (see bottom right-hand column of page 
200-4) where an application is to issue with the correct inventorship based on the allowed claims 
even though the application may have been filed with an incorrect inventorship based on the 
claims as originally filed. Nevertheless, out of an abundance of caution, submitted herewith is a 
Supplemental Declaration, executed by all inventors of the currently-claimed subject matter.
